Over half o dozen 
elties, including Shiukwan, Pakong, 
Kongchuen, ‘Hsiaomao and Whampoa 
were bombed, but. no military 
objective was hit, 

Severol hundred bombs 
dropped. 

Shiukwan, an Smportant — railway 
town 125 miles north of Canton, also 
suffered at the hands of the Japan- 
ese alr rolders. Twenty bombs: {cli 
In the clty, demollshing over 30 
houses and shops, Doctors, nurses 
and philanthropic workers are being 
rushed to reHeve the sufferers, 

During the first rald, six Japanese 
planes were. intercepted on the 
eastern outskirts of Canton and 
driven to Whampoa where the ralders 
released eight bombs on the village 
of Sunchow, just across the river 
from the new harbour.

FATAL 
CRASH 


Lorry Driver Charged 
With Rashness 


A fatal accident on_Island Road 
above Shaukiwan on September ‘20 
had a sequel nt the Central Magis- 
tracy yasterday ntternoon, when the 
lorry driver, Li Fong, was charged 
before Mr. W. Schofield with driving 
without due cnre and caution, and 
with ‘overloading his vehicle. Mr. 
F. H. Loreby appeared for defendant 
who in on ball of $250, nnd pleader 
not gullty to both charges. 

TreMeeInspector S. C. Snunders, 
prosceuling, said that on September 
20 the lorry had been driven to 
ap, nbout -a- mile . past 
Shaoukiwan on Island Road. It was 
Jonded with bundles of gross, and 
several women grass-culters climbed 
onto: the back {fo the ‘lorry, where 
they sat on top of the frass. It was 
almost 3.30 p.m. when the lorry be- 
wan Its journey buck to the city, 
golng down o hill towards Shaulci- 

in, when,. nearing .two bends near 
tile bottom of the hill, .it appeared 
td get out of control, 

(The vehicle swayed twice, 
then turned complctely’ over. The 
grass-cutters, fourteen of them, 
were thrown out, nnd one wus 50 
serlously injured that she later died, 
The lorry was followed on_ its 
Journey down hill by « car in which 
Were — several non-commissioned 
officers of the Army, and one would 
give evidence of what he saw, To- 
gether with the. driver and another 
man, who sat in the cab, a total of 
sixteen persons were on the vehicle. 

Armament Sergeant-Major E. 2. 
Stephens, R.A.O.C, sald thot he 
sighted the lorry by Chaiwan Gap. 
At this spot, his car changed genr, 
and wus proceeding along at a ‘speed 
of 13 to 20.miles per hour, The car, 
which belonged to the Hongkong 
Hotel, was not permitted to travel 
above 20 miles per hour when it was 
‘hired to the military, Near the gun 
track leading from Lyemun Barracks, 
the lorry swayed to the left, but this 
appeared to be corrected. It then 
seemed to increase speed, and on 
reaching the bend where the accident 
occurred, swayed to the left, then to 
the right, and disappeared’ around 
the corner. 


UPSIDE DOWN 


When witness's car got there, wit- 
ness saw the lorry Jying upside down 
on the right side of the road, partly 
on and partly off, with its front 
pointing obliquely down the road. 
He saw the feet of a person sunder-, 
neath the lorry, and shouting, to some 
coolies who were working in a sesame 
reed factory close by, got their help 
in lifting the side of the lorry, and 
pulling out the person, who was u 
man, On ascertaining that there 
was no other person trapped, he 
went in his car, together with the 
lorry driver, to Shaukiwan police 
station, “ 

Replying to Inspector Saunders, 
witness said he could not see the 
Jorry'’s cab, which was hidden from 
view by the grass. He could see 
about four women. On examining the 


and 


JJorry after the accident, he saw the 


year brake drum was smoking, and 
thought that it was due to hard 
braking, although jt may have been 
oll. burning owing to [rictlon, Wit- 
ness drove along that road about five 
times-a week, and- had--been doling 
that for the past twelve months, All 
the drivers he had been with ap. 
peared to have no difficulty in pete 
ting around the corner. The rond 
that day was dry, - i 

Cross-examined by Mr, Loseby, 
witness suld the road at the point 
where the accident occurred was not 
banked but cambered. He agreed 
that the object of banking was to 
prevent. skidding, He could not re- 
member if rain fell or not that day. 

The Hongkong Hotel cur driver, Ld 
Saucklin, said his speed was about 
38 miles per hour, The weather was 
fine, and he did not find any dificulty 
In getting around the corner, 

Onc of the women = grass-cutters, 
Pun Yau, said she noticed the lorry 
ewaying once before the: accident, 
and after that she was thrown out, 
and remembered nothing further. 
She sald defendant had not said any- 
thing when all the women climbed 
on to the lorry ut Chaiwan Gap, 

Replying to Mr, Loseby, she ad- 


‘mitted’ thit defendant had told the 


women that he would only take them 
to Shauklwan, ond that they must 
then bourd a tramenr. 


‘SKID MARKS 


Sergeant’ W, G. Morrison testified 
fo mengsur¢ments he had made of the 
skid marks, and of scelng that the 
injured were takon to hospital by an 
ambulance, After the lurry “had 
been righted, he found the xcur to 
be In the third forward position, but 
sald lt waa possible that the force 
of the lorry crashing might have 
forced the gear from second to third, 
The rond wag dry, although it hid 
ralncd at 2 pm. It usually took 
about 15 minuten for a road to dry. 

Asked by Mr, Loseby S€ ho thought 
the corner was dangerous, witness 
replicd that he had seen a lorry 
coming around it at 22 miles on 
hour perfectly pafely. 

Replying to the Magistrate, Inspec 
tor Snunders said the brakes of tho 
Jorry were found to be In good. 
condillon except for the — nearside 
front wheel, which bad been damng- 
ed in the aceldent. 

After Mr, Loseby had made his 
subinissions that he hud no caso to 
answer on the frat charge, that care- 
leas driving had not been proved, his 
Worship: snid he was ‘Inclined to 
fitree that the evidence did not 
justify tho chargo proceeding, 

Tnepector Sounders, however, re- 
minded his Worship of the height of 
the lond on tho vehicle, the steepness 
of the road nnd the fact that defen 
dant had many people on ‘board, 
The Dalry Farm hill, he sald, was 
worde thon the Shaukiwan hill, and 
if anything, was lesa well cambered, 
There was every avidence of other 
than: careful driving, he contended. 
Defondant knew what load he had, 
and waa an experienced driver.

typhoon and weather Information. 

The absence of such reports since 
the Japanese took over Pratas In the 
early part of September Ied to a 
serlous lack of relluble data’ from 
which the approach of | typhoons 
could be gauged, On September 18 
and 19 a typhoon was known to be 
jn the vicinity of Hongkong and the 
No. 1 Signal was hoisted. Fortunately 
nothing worse transpired, but Gov- 
ernment immediately wrote to the 
Japanese Consul and asked that the 
service previously given by the 
Chinese, be resumed. The Consul 
has now reported that weather {n- 
formation has been given "at Japan- 
ese standard time’ daily — since 
September 25. There was_a break- 
down of this service on Ottober 4 
“because ‘typhoon weather damaged 
the instruments.” .

soPHE prediction that 
mankind would be 

dressed by the forests of Canada 
is coming true,” said‘an able and 
charming woman expert who 
took me round the textile depart- 
ment of the exhibition. “Look 
at these materials”—she showed 
me muslins for women and 
lengths of cloth for men’s suit. 


“They are entirely made~of- 


wood-pulp from logs’ like that 
pile you see in the corner, with- 
out any admixture of other 
material, and are better in every 
way than similar fabrics of wool 
or cotton. They dye as well, 
wear better, are just as warm, 
and are practically waterproof. 


“This all-wood-pulp muslin 
washes better than the natural 
fabric and cannot be creased. 
It sells at one mark a metre”’— 
equivalent to about - 1s. -Gd. a 
yard—“and German women pre- 
fer it to muslin made of cotton 
or silk.” 

Wood-Pulp Curtains

“We are looking. forward to 
the time when’ such’ industries 
will make the . whole of their 
profit out of their waste pro- 
ducts,” a German timber autho- 
rity told me, 


The Forestry Section of. this 
exhibition was a storchouse of 
surprises: On a stand strewn 
with. wooden chips were shown 
specimens of all the unlikely 
substances that wood-pulp made 
from such chips can provide.

Tired of road plans that come to 
nought, broken promises.in respect 
to motor taxation, and the Minis- 


-try of- Transport's. comfortabic - 


policy of “our roads are not 
so bad,” while the accident toll 
mounts higher and higher and 
road traffic acts slower and slowcr, 
number of M.P.s are planning a 
system of motor roads, improved 
version of Italy's autostradas 
and Germany's autobahns, for 
Britain, 

The plan, which ts, at the mo- 
ment, very “ hush-hush,” js for a 
double-track concrete road to bo 
bullt from Liverpool to London. 
Tis road would have no cross- 
roads, no corners, and only a few 
“panked - curves. It would be 
closed to all trae except rubber- 
tyred motor vehicles. And it would 
be built on the Roman plan— 
straight-on whatever the obstacle; 
go through or over, not round. 

Tolls would be charged and there 
would be no speed-limit. On such a 
rond 100 miles an hour would be safe. 
Existing roads would be crossed by 
bridges or tunneled under. The tre- 
mendous saving of time—three hours 
instend of ten for ® forry carrying 
perishible foodstuffs—would more than 
counterbalance the falrly high tolls 
that would be charged. 


Extensions 


The scheme would be extended by 1 
road from Glasgow yin Newcastle, and 
joining up with the Liverpool-London 
road somewhere north of Birmingham, 
‘Then there would be another “leg” 
from Birmingham to the West. 

The = relatively few junctions ~ 
modern " fly-overs" of course—-would 
be controlled by rallway type signals. 

So far the scheme {s only in the 
embryonic stage. The War Oilee is 
fn $ts favour—in time of war a net- 
work of fast roads would be invaluable: 
the reason Italy and Germany have

‘No Patchwork 


In favour of such o schemo fs the 
British Road Federation, an organisa- 
tion consisting of 51 associations {in- 
terested In road traffic. This is what 
the Federation says:— 

“In every modern State there is a 
growing realisation that patchwork 
Temedica will not do and that instead 
there must be o bold replanning of 
the natlonal rond systems. 
our country has Ingged behind, The 
Five-Year Road Plan for rond improve-. 
ment, heralded. early in 1935, contem- 
pinted an expenditure of £100,000,000. 
After fully two yenra under £10,000,000 
has been spent, and there is now no 
possibility of the original sum being 
expended. This is the only new con- 
struction programme under consldera- 
tlon. It is therefore essential that all 
those concerned for the national wel- 
fore should unite in demanding that 
Britain take the lead Jn read improye-" 
ments." . 

In 1910 we had in Britain 176,487 
miles of rond. In 1930 that mileage 
had “grown"™ to 178,103. ‘That's not 
7 zarent improvement for 26 yenrs, \s

There are. to-day, 16 motor-vehicles 
per mile of rond. And some 200,000 
private cars and commercial vyeliictes 
are coming on to the roads every year.

GENEVA 


President F. .D, Roosevelt's 
delermination to “pursue = & 
policy of peace and adopt every 
practicable measure to avoid 
involvement in war" is not 
news. But his announcement 
that “If we are to have a world 
in which we can breathe freely, 
in amity without fear, 
peace-loving nations must make 
n concerted effort to uphold law 
and the principles on which, 
alone, peace can rest,” is rather 
more significant. Herein the 
United States’ chief executive 
admits the necessity of coun- 
boration among powers in the 
policing of the world; and sub- 
sequently he detlares’ in his 
striking speech at: Chicago that 
“positive action’? must be taken. 
Actually, of course, Mr. Roose- 
velt has not done very much 
more than hint broadly that his 
sympathies are with the League 
of Nations in any action il may 
take to curb Japan's leaders in 
their canfpaign against China. 
He has offered no remedy, 
unless his reference to the 
‘possibility of ‘“quarantining” 
aggressor nations can’ be con- 
sidered a suggestion, That, it 
would seem, is just another 
word for boycott, or sanctions, 
or trade blockade, of economic 
isolation; so the idea is not new. 


It ia not our purpose to 
analyse this speech of, the 
American President at. any 
length. It speaks pretty much 
for itself; and in it there appear 
to be no.thrents’ or promises 
thinly veiled. On the other 
hand, apart from admitting the 
realisation that “isolationism,” 
so long a policy of the Ameri- 
can’ Government, is a futile de 
fence against n belligerent state, 
which must have been obvious 
to - him for a long time, it is 
possible that the President has 
chosen this means of reassuring 
the League of at least the moral 
support of his Government. 
Simultaneously, from the reie- 
tion in hig own country he wal 
be able to judge the wisdony of 
his course, for he has said 
enough to allow the interpreta- 
tion that American co-operation 
with the League in the Far 
East crisis is virtually an ‘ac- 
complished fact. At the same 
time he has made no promises; 
he is not committed to any 
definite. action; he has left him- 
self, possibly deliberately, in an 
ambiguous position which offers 
a road of retrent—if retrent is 
necessary. ;

Even Sugar 


A SCIENTIST dressed in 
a wood-pulp suit and 
wearing a wood-pulp tic opened 
a wood-pulp sack covered with 
wood-pulp cellophane 
spoon made of wood-pulp hand- 
ed me some wood-pulp sugar to 
taste. It. was the equivalent of 


grape-sugar, hitherto extracted. 
from maize. 


and in a.

The cloth in this picture is made from glass. 


A hundred tons of dry wood, 
he said, yield fe tons of raw 
sugar, from which 20 tons of 
this grape-sugar can be refined. 
It is muinly used for medical 
purposes, and tastes exactly like 
ordinary caster sugar. 


More striking still was the 
next exhibit, which looked like 
an ordinary box of fancy choco- 
lates, in various shapes, topped 
with sugar., The box, its trans- 
parent paper covering, und the 
chocolates themselves were all 
made from weod-pulp, 


J was shown bottles of “bon- 
bon syrup,” a clear treacly subs- 
tance employed in ‘making 
sweets; alcohol’ for commercial 
purposes, vinegar, tannin, gly- 
cerine, cattle-foods of various 
kinds—each derived by different 
processes from wood. Thanks 
to the ingenuity of science, the 
world’s forests are again becom- 
ing some of its most precious 

_ resources. 


* New thermoplastic™ materials - 


based on cellulose are of infinite 
variety. They range from spec- 
tucle-frames to pistol-butts; 
Iump-shades to bicycle-pumps; 
dolls and waste-paper _ baskets 
‘to travelling-bags and  gas- 
masks, . 


It was impressed on me that 
these synthetic products are not 
mere substitutes of the kind 
long known in Germany as 
“Ersatz,” but materials better 

-in every way than those hitherto’ 
used for same purposes, 

As with all new discoverics,, 
they are still in some cases more: 
expensive, than. the products 
whose places they: are destined 
to take, but cost of manufacture, 
will automatically diminish as 
demand increases, 

White, cardboard-like sheets 
of wood-pulp, whose use as raw 


material has hitherto heen limit-- 
ed to the newsprint, paper- 
making, and artificial silk in- 
dustries, ure now the basis of 2 
wide-spreading range of manu- 
factures whose products, how- 
ever, various in kind, all trace 
their origin back to trees. It is 
not surprising that wood-pulp 
fibre should be called ‘the white 
gold of Germany.” , 


Besides leading the world in 
this conversion of wood-pulp to. 
new purposes, German scientists 
are using other substances pro- 
duced at home to replace import- 
ed raw materials... German arti- © 
ficial rubber was demonstrated 
in this exhibition as . wearing: 
longer’ and resisting heat, oil,. 
and water better than the natur- 
al product. 


A NEW «kind of un-- 
breakable glass, mado 
from chalk and coal, was another 
novelty_on. show in Dusseldorf. _ 
It has higher transparency than: 
ordinary glass and'bends elasti- 
cally under strain. A large: 
sheebd rattles’ harmlessly when 
dropped on to.a'stone floor, Even 
n bullet only stars this glass. 


It can be coloured in the mak- 
ing, and by fusing: sheets of dif- 
ferent colours together and then ° 
chiselling one colour or the other 
away, & one-piece stained-glass 
window can be made. Another 
new product is-a woolly fibre 
spun from glass, which is large- 
ly used for insulating mats. 


Germany’s Four-years Plan: 
was intended to make her inde-- 
pendent of the outside world. 
The stimulus it has given to her 
inventors will benefit all 
civilised consumers by bringing 
into existence an immense range 
of new synthetic materials. 


CURIOSITIES OF INSECT LIFE 


ITTING among the rushes by a 
quict pool up Jed, I interviewed 
{hat quaint fellow, the water boat- 
man. As it paddies atong you notice 
how aptly Jt fs named, 

See just how Its back rises in the 
centre like the fier. of a boat, the 
midéte palr of fegs being fashioned 
like oars. It floats just below the 
surface of the water, with. its keel or 
back downwards. As you watch, 
you see it suddenly dart nt some In- 
sect. Stretching out -Jts hinder palr 
of Icgs, It scuds riwny. . 

Those legs are the best oars I have 
yet seen; long, Jointed, fattened, and 
fringed ,with — stiff bristies. When 
these tiny oara strike the water, the 
fringe of fan-like hairs extends and 
catches the water, but In returning 
the fan-llke hairs ore turned side- 
ways, and slip casily to the surface 
without assistaneo, The proccss is 
similar to that of our practised bont- 
mon in feathering the oar in rowing. 
These oar-llke legs stretch out to 
some distance from the edge of the 
living bont on either side, and ‘thus 
considerable power js given. _ 

As-the Insect swims back .down- 
words, it will-bo observed ‘that the 
upper side Js fringed with fine hair, 


-T repelling the. water. The body | 


smooth and glossy, and thus admir- 
ably adapted for gliding through the 
water, 

Though an aquatle Insect, it can 
change {ts locality, Under the wing- 
cases js a pair of large, delientely- 
constructed wings. At the gloaming 
it suils abroad, mingling with the 
wonderful insects that fill the 
fragrant summer nights with beauty.

_ League Assembly 
Work Reviewed 


Geneva, Oct. 6. 

In a closing speech tothe League 
Assembly to-day, H.H. the Aga Khan, 
President; reviewed the proceedings 
of the session which had ranged from 
Health to Intellectual Co-operation, 
Penal Reform and the Drug Traffic, 
in addition to politienl problems. 

The Aga Khan sald he set his face 
steadfastly against an attitude of de- 
spair, which would regard the alle- 
viation of the world’s malaise as be- 
ing beyond reach at the present. 

The division of responsibilities be- 
tween .cconomics und politics was one 
of the most “diMcult dilemmas” on 
which the- Assembly had rightly de- 
clined. to impale itself. 

The Assembly had done what pre- 
sent conditions allowed {t to do in 
both spheres, and had grappled un- 
flinchingly with grave problems like 
those in Spnin and China., 

“Despite everything the League 
still stands decp-rocted fn u world of 
very. grent necessity,” said the Aga 
Khan. ; : 

“After an age-long cxperience, In- 
dia taught its children that prosperity 
without peace is Smpossible, May it 
be so With the Leaguc" (loud ap- 
plause). 

Keen appreciation was widely ex- 
pressed of the Ana Khan's work os 
President of the Assembly, hls firm- 
ness and tact, und the manner in 
which he had steered the debates 
with a firm hand and a cleur head.— 
Reuter Special, 


ASSEMBLY ADJOURNS 


. London; Oct, 6. 

The 18th Assembly of the League 
of Nations stands adjourned, after 
to-day unanimously adopting the re- 
port and recommendations of the 
Committee of 23 on the Sino-Japanese 
confiict..
